nse these mines were put to, A good 
usiness an could huye made it pay. 
I can't see why we should not have the 
mining properties in the district at 
work. The miners are the most profit- 
able business men in the world. Farm- 
ers are careful as tothe way they make 
their expenditures. A few good 
mines would be the best thing we 
could have, A town is just what 
business men make of it. What can 
we do to ussist the town? Referring 
to Berlin with its great manufactories 
—it is the thirfty Germans who have 
made it what it is, Don’t wait till 
is haye all the advantages. In- 
abitants inust tuke bold of things 
properly. Switzerland, only a rough 
country has developed into an enor- 
mous manufacturing country, and has 
sent out an enormous amount in em- 
broidery alone. Nature has done a 
wt many things here, 1 believe we 
ave here and north of here any 
amount of mines that could be devel- 
oped by proper care ot capitalists, 
Don't discourage men> who come to 
look over mineral properties, The 
spirit that says “‘no good” never 
does anything. Stick up for your 
town and for one another. Work 
up your town. If there is anything I 
can do to assist in uny way I will do 
it. Ido not want an office, but will 
give my seryices toward the work. 
Mr. Date.—! have often thought 
about what we could do to advance 
the interests of the town. Our loca- 
tion places us ahead of other towns in 
North Hastings. Themen can help 
its growth. Wecandoagreat deal 
both in mining and commercializing 
to help our growth. There bas been 
very little encouragement for pros- 
ctors in past, Everything was 
favorable, We have never run down 
our town or praised it either. I can- 
not mention one village that can 
equal Madoc. Ican mention towns 
and cities that haye eyery adyantages 
yet have no manufactories of any 
xccount, I referto cities with many 
disadvantages that have made good 
success in extending their manufae- 
tories. The situation does not make 
the town, How ouch we can do for 
this place if we pull together. I have 
much’ faith in the Copper mines at 
Eldorado, Many discourage ideas, 
and this has a dampening influence on 
Strangers. In past the mining his- 
tory in North Hastings has not been 
remunerative, but the reason was 
either lack of experience or capital. 
Sir Win. Logan, 50 years ago in his 
gicicical i stated that North 
astings would yet be the Sheffleld of 
Canada. If we can get manufactories 
and mining interests going it would 
be a good thing. Business men come 
forward with their ideas to these 
Organizations, and these ideas de- 
veloped are of interest and help 
others. In regard tothe G.T.R. to 
Eldorado, pressure could be brought 
to bear on the Government by a 
roperty constituted Board of Trade. 
am of the opinion the G.T.R. must 
build or refund money. All traffic 
could be brought from the north.

Now 
gentlemen what do we want from the 
Goyeruments. We ask from the Do- 
minion Government that no bounty 
be paid on Pig Iron, which is smelted 
in part or in whole from American 
Ores, but that a bounty be paid on 
Tron imanutactured from Canadian 
Ores, That there shall be no duty on 
coal when used for smelting purposes. 
Krom the Ontario Government we 
ask that there shall be no licenses re 
quired for’ prospecting either on 
Governinent or private lands in this 
district. That the mining license 
system be done away with. That 
there shall be no bounties on Gold 
Oves that does not pay over $20 per 
ton. We also want that a full list of 
all the Government linds be placed in 
hands of the Clerks of ch township 


ther 


in this district where mine lands 
exist. So that those wishing to 
prospect Government lands may 


know the lots owned by the Govern- 
nent, und we ask, that a tax of not 
less than 20c, per acre shall be paid by 
owners on the minecal vights of 
properties who do not own the sur- 
face rights, and who are not working 
the properties, As you are aware in 
this section thousands of acres are 
held by speculators who buy up these 
lands at tax sales, Selling the sur- 
face rights and holding the mineral 
rights for speculative purposes, by 
doing this the municipalities will get 
the benefit of this revenue, and they 
willeither haye to sell their prop 
ties at reasonable fignres or contri- 
bute the revenue to the County, We 
would also ask the Government that 
an approperation be made each year 
for assisting to build roads to mines 
that are situated in the unsettled 
arts of the county. We would also 
ask that assistance be given or a 
bounty paid for establishing reduc- 
tion work for the treatment of 
Pyrite Ores, so as to encourage this 
industry in this section, where there 
are so many  undeyeloped Pyrite 
properties. These questions with 
others on the same lines I hope will 
be brought up at our future meetings, 
and Lum confident with our united 
efforts, we can show inyestors that 
there is no better field for investment 
than in this section.

It also revealed the fact that the ci- 
rectors while posing as pillars of, com- 
mercial integrity, were in reality the 
ro ten props of a worthless and decay- 
ing concern, 

HISTORY OF THE BANK, 


The Cily of Glasgow Bank commenced 
pusiness in the year 1839, having its 
head office in Glasgow, and numerous 
branches throughout the country, con- 
tinuing business until the end of the year 
1854, when it suspended payment. 

The bank was, however, immediately 
resusciaied, and continued its operations 
until it finally ceased to do business, 
and closed its doors on 2nd October, 
1878. 

There were in all 1,249 partners con- 
nocted with it, and the paid-up capital 
amounted to $5,000,000. 

At the beginning of 1878, the year <f 
the smash, the reserve fund was stated 
a! $2,250,000, the dividends and surplus 
profits in hand at $742,505, the deposits 
at $41,913,560, and the “circulation, ac- 
ceptances, ete.,” at $10,571,145. 

Nothwithstanding ils apparent pros- 
perity, the bank had, however, begun fo 
experince some difficully in carrying 
on its business, and for several weeks 
before the crash came sinsler rumors 
had been floating around in bank cir- 
cles as to the likelihood of a calamity. 

GAVE RISKY CREDIT, 

It was said thac the directors had 
been lending countenance to unsound 
speculations, and had been giving risky 
credit, and that in consequence the in- 
fluen'ial position of the bank ‘itself had 
heen jeopardized. 

Against this suspicion there was the 
fact that the bank stock was keeping 
its place well alongside its neighbors. 

The stoppago of the bank, therefore, 
come as a surprise fo the general pub- 
lic, but although it was thought that the 
complications of the bank would prove 
Ya'al to the concern itself, no fear ex- 
is'ed as to the depositors not being ful- 
ly provided for, 

HAD CONFIDENCE IN SYSTEM, 


No better testimony of the publie con- 
fidence in the Scotlish banking system 
could have been given than the calm- 
nes with which the announcement ¢f 
the sloppage was received. 

No run on the bank took place, in- 
deed there was a prelty general feeling 
of relief. A rollen branch had been cul 
away, and the good tree of Scottish 
banking it was fell, would be the better 
for ils absence, 


DEFICIENCY WAS $25,000,000, 


On the day following the stoppage| © 
the directors placed the books of the 
bank in the hands of expert accountants 
for tnvestigation, who reported that the 
deficiency amounted to nearly $25,000,- 
O00. 

The bank had lost! on a moderate es- 
fimate, $31,000,000, that is the whole of 
the paid-up capital, and reserve fund, 
together wilh fully 25,009,000 beside: 

‘The story set forth in the report w 
one of the most disgraceful in the his- 
tory of banking. 

Accounts had been deliberately falsi- 
fied, securities entered at fictitious 
values, bad debls taken as good assets,

EVA, SWITZERLAND. 


CROM 


Would Mave Crossed Into Maly Had Not 
Towetlng Peaks of Mont Blanc 
Enterposed, 


An interesting description of his won- 
derful balloon yoyage from Wands- 
worth, England, to the Lake of Geneva, 
Swilzerland, in sixteen hours was “giv- 
en by Lesile A. Bucknail in London the 
olher night. 


“We slarted from © Wandsworth on 
Tuesday afternoon, and it was soon 
piteh dark,” he said. “The wind was 


blowing very strongly from the west- 
north-west, and afler three-quarters of 
ap hour we passed over Sevenoaks. 
People who were watching for us say 
they never saw a balloon going so fast. 
“Just before six o'clock we saw the 
Channel, and we passed over Ryo, mn 
the Sussex coast, at five minutes past 
six. There was a brilliant moon, and 
the scene was splendid. 


CHAMPAGNE CELEBRATION. 


“We reached-the French coast in fifty 
minutes, and found we were over Le 
Touquet, where the well-known golf 
links are, My first crossing of the 
Channel was celebrated with a bottle of 
Champagne, drunk al a height of sev- 
eral thousand feet. 

“Then we dashed inland. We searce- 
ly knew where we were going, but we 
passed Amiens, Rheims, Epernay, Chau- 
mont and other places. The moon con- 
tinued to shine brightly, except for 
ubout two hours, and the scene was 
fairylike, 

“We travelled at an average height of 
6,030 feet, and it was most invigorating, 
but at last we felt sleepy. 1 tried to 
Sleep, but the balloon began to drop 
owing to moisture in the air, and this 
woke me up, 

“At first I could not make out what 
Was happening. 1 Jooked down,, bul 
we chad not the faintest nolion where 
we were. However, we did not much 
care, aS we had crossed the Channel. 
Spencer was more lucky, and slept for 
a little time on the bed, while I kept 
svaloh, 


OVER MOUNTAINS, 


“We thought we were in the soulh 
ef France, but we soon found we must 
be passing over mountains, as although 
the instruments showed a height of 
£,000 feet, we felt the guide rope, brush- 
ing against trecs, 
“Then came the daybreak, revealing 
{he most magnificent sight I have ever 
Seen. I wish I could describe it to you, 

“In front was the magnificent row of 
Alps, their snow-covered flops glisten- 
Underneath was 
& while mist completely hiding the val- 
leys. 
“We went on until we came quile near 
the Lake of Geneva, Before us was huge 
Mount Blanc. 
“We crossed the Jura Mountains, but 
this was loo much for us. We had no 
Oxygen apparatus with us, and to cross 
o 16,000-fool mountain without would 
jave been a yery trying matter, 
“To tell the truth, I had not the pluek 
fo go on. Il is easy to talk ealmly of 
the matter here, but your feelings are 
very different when you are up in a 
balloon, 
“Had we been able to get over the 
mountains we could have easily reached 
Minly, for out of the twenty-five bags of 
ballast we brought with us we had only 
used nine. We could have gone on for 
several hundred miles, 

EASY DESCENT.

Newark Pudding.—Peel six large ap- 
ples and remove the cores of each, leay- 
ing the fruit whole Butter a deep pie- 
dish, arrange the apples in it, fill up the 
cavily in each with sugar. Pour over 
all, to fill the dish, a nice light batter 
made of half a pound of flour, two. eggs, 
and one pint of milk. Bake in a steady 
oyen for one hour and a quarter and 
serve hol, 

Salmon Patties.—Get a tin of salmon 
prepared by any good English firm, and, 
aflerwpening the tin, turn out all the 
fish into a china dish. Make half a pint 
of nice while sauce, flavor it with a few 
drops of tarragon vinegar, chopped 
olives, cayenne pepper, and salt. Into 
the sauce mix half of the salmon, flaked 
and freed from any skin and bone, Let 
the mixture cool, then fill pastry patty 
cases, reheat, and serve on a d'oyley. 

Mince Meat.—Two tbs. currants, 1-tb, 
raisins (stoned), 2-1bs, beef suet, 3-'s. 
beef (boiled), 3-Ibs, apples, \4-%b. lemon 
peel, 34-Ib. orange peel, 24-Ib. citron peel, 
44-07%. mace, 4-oz. nutmeg, 4-02, Cloves, 
-oz, cinnamon, 1}4-!b. granulated sugar, 
1 teaspoon salt, juice of 2 lemons, and 
44-Y. of walnuts, chopped, In the family 
in which this recipe has been used for 
thirty years, the housekeeper adds a few 
chopped apples after each baking, and 
then sprinkles the top of her mince meat 
with a little mixed spice and granulated 
vugar before selling it away. Then be- 
fore tbe next baking the mixture is 
thoroughly mixed. 

Soda Cake,—Take one pound of dried 
and sifled flour, cream together four 
ounces of sugar and four ounces of but- 
fer, and add the yolk of one egg. Into 
the flour put a teaspoonful of carbonate 
of soda, a pinch of salt, half a pound of 
curants, and two ounces of chopped 
peel. Gradually mix the dry ingredients 
info theb uller and sugar, working in 
With it sufficient milk to mix all nicely.

BRIDGE OF MATIOGANY. 


- 


Valuable Wood Used in Mexican Struc- 
ture for Pedestrians and Teams. 


As mahogany is among the most cost- 
“woods in the world, it may be in- 
ferred that this tropical material is not 
very extensively employed in the con- 
struction of buildings, etc, A bridge 
constructed of solid mahogany fs cer- 
tainly a rarity, a curiosity. There is 
one, claimed to be the only one in the 
world, built of that material. This 
structure is located fn the Department 
cf Palenque, Slate of Chiapas, Republic 
of Mexico. This district lies in the ex- 
= treme southwestern part of Mexico, near 
the boundary line’ of Guatemala. 
This mahogany bridge is constructed 
mlirely of that valuable wood except 
me iron supports, braces and nails 
hat are necessary. The bridge spans 
the Rio Michol and its total length, in- 
4 cluding approaches, exceeds 150 feet, 
~ while the width is 15 feet. It is used by 
_ both teams and pedestrians and, though 
“sowewhat rude and primitive in con- 
struction, it is very substantial. 
None of the timbers of the flooring 
were*sawed for in that region thcre are 
no sawmills, but were hewn and split. 
In that section of old Mexico there 
‘ares several very Jarge rubber planta- 
tions and mahogany trees are quite 
common.

bare-knuckle 
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CARE OF PULLETS., 


Early hatched pullets for winter lay- 
ers can be so cared for as to develop 
the egg producing organs, or they can 
be fed so as to cause them to lay on 
fat and be only fit for the butcher, 
says E. M. Kies, The purpose of the 
care should be kept in mind from 
weaning time to maturily, The birds 
should have green cut bone and green 
feed each day, have the best coop and 
never be crowded. ‘The heavier breeds 
cvonla have but liltle corn, Wheat, 
Good heavy oats -ae1 fahle scraps are 
excellent, 

If I had only one building for the 
miscellaneous stock, I would use some 
old. shed with straw roof if need, be, 
rather than put my winter layers in 
the crowd of old and half grown 
stock. Unless one is to furnish eggs 
for hatching, there should be no male 
in the flock. Many times on the farm 
I have seen turkeys, geese and guinca 
fowls, Jate hatched chicks.and old cocks 
in the poullry house when the first 
cold storms came. Nothing could be 
worse unless it"were no shelter at all. 

Winter laying is an acquired instinct 
or habit and all the conditions must be 
favorable or else the tendency to revert 
to the original type will show ilself. 
As feeding time there is a general me- 
lee wiih perhaps a big gander or tom 
turkey bossing the feed trough; young 
and old cocks fighting. The shy pullet 
will not Jay until she can be quiet and 
secluded. I put the lale hatched chicks 
in one flock; the cockerels in another; 
sbul them in parks and let the stock 
from which I expect to get my winter 
layers have free range.

Paint ironwork black with the follow- 
ing mixture: One-half pound of asphal- 
tum, one ounce of gum benzoine and 
one quart of turpentine.

When the gums are dissolved, 
add one-half pound of drop-black ground 
in ofl, and four ounces of boiled linseed 
oil. Take off all rust from the iron 
with sandpaper and kerosene. If the 
paint works too thick, add turpentine; 
i{ too thin, use more drop-black. Have 
the gums powdered, them they will dis- 
solve quicker. This paint should dry 
with a gloss.

CHEMICALS GROW PLANTS. 


‘Like Natural Ones. 


artificial flowers. 
The honor t i 
realm of constructive science belongs 


He claims that he has 
lem of producing certain forms of vege- 
tation by entirely artificial means. 

The ‘chief characteristics of these 
plants is that no one of their consistent 
ports is ‘vegetable—no living element 
enters into their composition. The seed 
and soil, as well as the plants ‘theme 
selves, are entirely artificial, 

Yet the plants germinate, develop and 
behave in all respects exactly like a real 
vegetable. 

M. Ledue makes his seeds of one part 
of sulphate of copper to two. parts of 
glucose, and plants them in liquid beet 
of gelatine and ferrocy-anide of potas- 
sium and sea-salt. So planted the seeds 
develop either on or below the surface, 
according to the depth of the “oulturo 
bed,” giving birth to aquatic plants re- 
sembling in an astonishing degree those 
produced by nature. 

These artificial plants possess {he 
same properties as natural geowths, and

SILAGE ER THAN PUMPKINS. 

Relative to the question of feeding 
pumpkins to cows will say it has been 
a long time since we felt the need cf 
raising pumpkins, os the silo with its 
Splendid succulent silage has nearly dis- 
placed all other forms of green or soil- 
ing feeds in our dairy feeding with the 
exception of green rowen, cut during 
August when the silage is giving oul, 
wriles Mr, H, O. Daniels. We have 
never yel been able to raise quite enough 
silage lo make the complete lap. of one 
year, We are raising 400 to 450 fons 
annually. The demand for milk is so 
strong with us that we are forced lo 
keep a larger herd than we really wish, 
in order {o supply all our trade, and oo 
every year we just fall short about one 
month, 

Years ago when we raised pumpkins 
wo used to cul them up fairly fine with 
« square-cdged shovel in a box, secds 
and all, and as far as we knew, had 
no injurious effect from the seeds, 1 
think they were very good for milk 
production, but now after 20 years’ use 
ef the silo, | unhesitatingly say I know 
of nothing that ean cqual good, clean, 
sweet corn silage for an eoonomical, 
sufe, all-f(he-year-around, palatable milk 
producing food. If I were obliged to 
give up the use of the silo through some 
fanatical board of health, milk inspec- 
tor, ¢élc., I should want to go out of 
business of feeding a dairy herd. This 
may seem like a strong statement and 
{1 am aware that the help question has 
seliled this matter for many of our 


dairymen already, by their being unable 
{o caro for and harvest the crop, Yet

CANADA'S FOI 


Gain for Five Months Ending November 
of 844,031,061. 


A despatch from Ottawa says: Returns 
of the foreign trade of the Dominion for 
ihe five months ending November show 
thatthe imports and exports amounted 
together to $278,513,482, which repre- 
sents a gain of $44,031,061 over the re- 
ecrd of the corresponding months of 
1905. The imports of $148,592,127 show- 
ed an improvement of § 3,579, and 
the tofal exports a gain of $11,974,482. 

The exports of foreign produce in the 
samye period amounted to $14,709,276, 
as against $6,145,82 in the same 
months of 1905. The imports for the 
month of November amounted to $5,- 
$50,108, as compared -with $3,722,392 in 
the corresponding month of 190).

Macarsni Pulfs.—Boll some macaroni 
tender, then when cold cut it into tiny 
rings, mix these with some food and 
thick veloute sauce and with grated Par- 
mesan cheese, a pretty Sirong seasoning 
of pepper and salt, and the yolks of one 
or two beaten eggs, and a spoonful or so 
of eream; thisemixture should be fairly 
thick and lef til cold. Now roll out 
some puff paste trimmings, dust it thick- 
jy with grated cheese and coralline 
paper, ‘then fold it over and roll out 
again, getting it as thick-as you can; 
slamp it out in squares and place a good 
Spoonful of the cheese mixture on each, 
fold over diagonally in triangles, mois- 
tening the edges well, and pressing them 
lightly together; dip in egg and then in 
breadcrumbs or broken up vermicelli as 
you please, and fry a delicate brown in 
plenty of hot fat. These may be served 
on a napkin dusted with grated cheese 
and coralline pepper. Some prefer to 
mix the macaroni with tomato sauce in- 
stead of the veloute. 

English Cheese Straws, — Take two 
tablespoonfuls of stale breadcrumbs and 
mix with four tablespoonfuls of flour. 
Put this on a dish, make a well in the 
centres into which drop the yolk of an

A PROFITABLE 


Previous to» setting fruit trees our}! 
place had been for 20 or 30 years neary 
ali the time used as a‘ pasture, writes 
Mr, W. Il. Pillow. In 4891, a crop. of 
corn was grown, leaving the ground in 
preity fair shape to set revs: As early 
as possible in 1892 the ground was daid 
eft for trees by opening a double {ur- 
row with two-horse plow every 16 feet 
by driving the team back in the same 
furrow thinning a furrow out the other 
Way and as dcep as possible. Care 
was taken {9 make the furrows straight. 
Then we stretched a line close to the 
furrow dnd just 6 inches from the point 
where we intended the trees to stand 
and tied a bit of rope at the proper 
distances along the line lo mark the 
dislance we wished the trees to stand 
apart in the rows. This line we mov- 
ed to another row as soon as the first 
bno was sel, and so on across the field. 

As soon as these preparations were 
completé we commenced setting trees, 
faking 25 or 30 at a. lime in a. wheel- 
barrow in such a way as to keep the 
roots covered, to prevent their drying 
out. One man took charge of the bar- 
row and held each tree in place, .also 
trod down the earth as the other men 
hauled it in with a hoe, Usually the 
trench was deep enough as the plow 
Jeft it and wide enough, but if not, we 
| increased the depth or width, as the case

might be, fo admit the roots, The man 
holding the tree also measured the dis-; 
tunee from the line so that when the row 
{was all set the trees were in perfect 
line. ‘The trees were all headed. back, 
either to a whip or very nearly, and all 
{broken and bruised roots cut off previ- 
ous to commencing to set.” Two men 
could thus set 200 or 300 trees a day. 
Did not lose over 1 percent. on all set 
that spring. We set pears, plums, 
peaches, quinces and cherries. No ma- 
}nure was dppled* at the time of setting. 
‘We set currant’ bushes between each 
two trees all over the place and all grew. 

As soon as the tree setting was fin- 
ished we started the team plowing, 
thinning the furrows toward the trees, 
thus leaving a dead furrow in -the cen- 
‘tre between each two rows of trees,! 
The ground was then harrowed and fit- 
fed for crop and we grew potatoes and 
beans for the first year, ‘but keeping 
everything 334 to 4 feet away from any 
tree. The next yearafter setting the! 
trees we set a row of-Culhberts and, 
Shaffer raspberries  belween- each two} 
rows of trees. These wére fruiled sev- 
eral years until we thought the trees 
needed all the ground, when the*rasp- 
berries were removed. — Afler this we 
continued to fruit the currants two 
years longer, when: {hey also were re- 
moved. Since nothing 


but the trees 
have been allowed on the ground. Plow- 
ing and cullivaling is done as carly as 
possible each spring. Then we cross 
cultivate wilh single horse cultivator, 
and what litle ground is left we hoe 
by hand about twiee during the sea- 
son. The horse’work is gone over every 
week when the weather is dry; if rainy, | 
not so often. Thus we keep all growth 
down till about August 1, when al 
weeds are allowed to grow during the 
balance. of the season. 

We set also along the roadside, out-} 
sidé the fence, 1 row of Yellow Spanish, - 
Seedling, Windsor, Smidt, Riparrean 
cherry trees 20 feet apart. These bear | 
loads of fruit. The dwarf pears, tlie’ 
plums and quinees have borne fruit 
ever since the third year afler selling; 
cherries in four or five years, peaches 
five years; would have borne one year) 
sooner, bul a late frosty Killed -all the | 
bloom. Standard peffs cémifenced to 
bear in 10 years, Bartlets sooner, We 
have only*11 acres devoted to fruit, but 
in a recent year sold $3,000 worth from 
it.

“Neer named Mahi. His plans have the 
indorsement of. the National School of 
Highways and Bridges, and of the 
_ {Society of Electro-technicians. The 
_ fenterprise {s so assured that contracts 
_ for the delivery of current {n Paris at an 
early date are already being negotiated, 
‘The water is to be drawn from the 
Rhone at Grezin not far from the famous 
Porte du Rhone or Falls of Bellegarde 
where the river, already of great 
Volume, draining as {it does Lake 
Geneva, plunges for 300 yards or thero- 
abouts through a chasm which it has 
‘scored Sogn in the solid rock. 
The water diverted through a slui 
ay will be impounded to the nnteunt ar 
00,000 cubic metres, or about 2.666,000 
bic yards, on the level of Collonges 
and returned to the river through a

SHOOK THE WHOLE WORLD. 


In tho scandals which grew out of the 
Panama Canal, Clemenceau was him- 
self fiercely assailed, and forgery and 
conspiracy were freely used against him 
in tho Chamber, in the press and in the 
courts, hero ure few finer scenes in 
modern history than that of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies when Paul Deroulede 
stood up in the tribune to denounce 
Clemenceau, and in denouncing, in spite 
of his pussion of hatred and torrent of 
invective, little by little revealed the 
weakness of his case, and finally, 
shamed and put to confusion, almost 
fled from tie tribune and the Chamber, 
while Clemenceau, who had sat still os 
a statue from the beginning, burst into 
Homeric laughter. 

From 1893 to 1903 Clemenceau was out 
of politics. Ha wrote many brilliant 
arlicles—a work on the philosophy of 
nature, “Great Pan,” and a novel of 
social life, “The Strongest," a play laid 
at the court of China, and some admir- 
able cviticisms. ‘Then, in 1903. he was 
returned to the Senate, this spring he 
took a portfolio in the Sarrien Ministry, 
and now we sce him at last Prime Min- 
ister of France. :

THE SINPS THAT SINK, 


What Becomes of Those that Go to the 
Bottom of the Sea. . 


What becomes of the ship that sinks 
in midocean? If it is of wood it takes, 
in the first place, considerable {ime for 
il to reach the bottom, In a hundred or 
more fathoms of water a quarter of an 
hour will elapse before the ship reaches 
bottom. It sinks slowly, and when {he 
Hotlom is reached it falls gently into the 
soft, oozy bed, with no crash or breal- 
ing. 

Of course, if it is laden with pig iron 
or corresponding substances, or if it is 
an iron ship, it sinks rapidly and some- 
limes strikes the bottom with such force 
as to smash in pieces. Once sunken a 
ship becomes the prey of the countless 
inhabitants of the ocean. 

They swarm over and through the 
great hoat and make it their home. Be- 
sides this, they cover every inch of the 
boat with a thick layer of lime, This 
takes time, of course, and when one 
generation dies another continues the 
work, until finally the ship is so laden 
with incrustations, corals, sponges and 
barnacles that, ‘if wood, the creaking 
limbers fall apart and slowly but surely 


are absorbed in the wuste at the sea 
bottom, 
Iron vessels are demolished more 


quickly than those of wood, which may 
Just for centuries. The only metals that 
withstand {he chemical action of the 
waves are gold ond platinum, and glass 
also seems unaffected. No matter how 
long gold may be hidden in the ocean, 
it will always be gold when recovered, 
und this fact explains the many roman 
lic and adventurous searches after hid- 
den submarine treasures lost in ship- 
wrecks.

THE LESSON WORD) STUDIES. 


Based on the text of the Revised Ver- 
sion. 

Gri Jual Development of Hebrew Liter- 
ature.—One more premise we must lay 
down for our guidance in the Old ‘Testa- 
ment studies upon which we have en- 
tered. The law of orderly development 
to which we referred in our first Intro- 
ductory Note as a fundamental law of 
the universe, is found to be operative 
also in the separate stages of God's 
larger eternal creation there mentioned. 
In the onward march of the world’s his- 
tory there are no arbitrary cataclysms, 
no sudden and complete breaks with the 
past, no ushering in of new dispensa- 
tions for which adequate preparation 
has not been made in preceding dispen- 
6ations. Men have sometimes been dis- 
posed to regard the coming of Christ, for 
example, as such an abrupt beginnin 
of a new era, Jesus. was indeed born a 
Bethichem at a stated time, and from the 
year of his birth all other events in the 
world's history are now. reckoned, for- 
ward and backward, But for that event 
{ho whole sacred history of a chosen 
nation, and more, was a necessary pre- 
paralion. Likewise for the crealion of 
man an nge-long preparatory creative. 
process was necessary. The Bible, too, 
God's special gift to man, was not 
handed down intact from heaven, It 
fray on the soll of Judaism and Chris- 
fanity, and this soll had to be prepared, 
As written manuseripts preceded printed 
books, so oral tradition preceded written 
narratives and history. “In the pictur- 
exjue, concrete form of popular tradi- 
tions were transplanted the thoughts 
the beliefs, the fancies, and the experi. 
eneos of preceding generations" for 
many centuries before wriling became 
common. Then gradually, when polill- 
ca) and social conditions became more 
Slable and favorable, men began to 
write down the choicest treasures of 
their peculiar racial and national tradi- 
lions, thus giving to these a moro per- 
fected and enduring form. These earii- 
est and somewhat scattered literary 
treasures in turn furnished to later 
writers the needed source-material for 
their moro elaborate and connected nar- 
ratives. To this rule of gradual develop- 
ment the literature of the Hebrew people, 
preserved for us in the Old Testament, 
wlille in-a very definite and exalted 
sense inspired of Godwvill be found to 
form no exception, But as Professor 
Charles Foster Kent has pointed out in 
the first volume of his Student's Old 

Testament, “tested by intrinsic merit, 
the stories preserved’ in the opening 
books of the Old Testament aro found to 
POSssess a unique value, for they reflect 
not merely the experiences, but also 
those carly ideas and ideals of the 
Israelites which embody God's personal 
revelation through them {fo the human 
race.” “Iistory,” the same author con- 
finues, “is simpiy an accurate represen- 
{ation of facts, while into popular tradi- 

tions are projected the beliefs, the 
ations and the eternal truths held by 
the generations which received and 
treasured thom.” ‘1 ose carly narratives 
of Genesis, therefore, portray “not mero- 
ly the external but also the mental and 
spiritual life of the Isructilish people 
whom God was training by varied ex- 
perienees fo make known his Bracious 
Purpose to the world,”

Jehovah God—The personel name of 
the ‘God of the Israelites was “Yahweh” 
(written sometimes “Jahveh") of which 
th: English “Jehovah” is a corrupted 
form arising from an error, As has 
been pointed out In previous “Word 
Sludies” the Hebrews considéred the per- 
sonal name of God too sacred to be 
pronounced, In speaking and reading, 
therefore, they regularly. substituted for 
it the Hebrew word “Adonai” meaning 
“Lord.” In the later Christian centuries 
when the Hebrew language no longer 
was extensively spoken and vowel 
points were invented to assist the 
readers of the Hebrew text to pronounce 
correctly, the vowels of “Adonai” wore 
regularly printed with the consonants of 
the word “Yahweh” to remind the reader 
that the one word was to be pronounced 
in place of the other, Through careless- 
ness or ignorance, however, men began 
about 1500 A.D. (first known usage 1518) 
to pronounce the word os printed, com- 
bining the vowels of “Adonai” with the 
consonants of “Yahweh.” This combi- 
nation produces the word “Jehovah,” 
which has now become thoroughly Eng- 
lish. The name “Yahweh". signifies “1 
am that [ am"; or more exactly, “Lam 
wont to be that which I am wont to be," 
or “f will be that which I wil be,” tho 
Sigtificance of its usage being to Indi- 
cato that God's natura can be defined 
only” by itself, and that he, in distinction 
to non-existent heathen deities, really 
does exist; and this, not simply in an 
abstract sense, but actively, expressing 
himself contnually in action and thus 
manifesting himself to the world.

HISTORY IN TREES. 


Tell as to Sunshine, And Are an Index 
of the Annual Rainfall, 


It has been found that the rings of 
growth visible in the trunks of trees 
have a far more interesting story fo tell 
than has usually been supposed. Every- 
one knows that they indicate the num- 
ber of years that the tree has lived, But 
trees as well carry in their trunks @ re- 
cord of the weather conditions that have 
prevailed during the successive years of 
their growth. 

Several trees, each more than one 
hundred and thirty years old, were 
felled, and the order and relative width 
of the rings of growth in their trunks 
werd found to agroe exactly. 

This fact showed that all the trees had 
experienced the sarne stimulation in cer- 
toin years. Assuming that the most ra- 
pid’ growth had occurred in wet years, 
it was’ concluded that out of one hun- 
dred and thirly-four years covered by 
the life of the trees, six had been ex- 
tremely wet, elghteen wet, seventeen 
average, as to the supply of moisture, 
nineteen dry, eight very dry, and six 
extremely dry. 

Bul when the records of rainfall run- 
ning back as far as 1840 were consulled, 
it was found that they did not entirely 
agree with the record of the trees. 

The conclusion was therefore reached 
that the record of the rings conlained 
more than a mere index of the annual 
rainfall; that it showed what the charac- 
fer of the seasons had been as to sun- 
shine, temperature, evaporation, regu- 
larity, or irregularity of the supply of 
moisture, andthe like,

THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 


Will Be Constructed by French 
English Companics. 


The project for the construction of the 
Chanel Tunnel, which is to connect Eng- 
land and France, has advanced an im- 
portant step by the formation of the 
Board of Directors of the new statutory 
Channel Tunnel Company. 

Baron Emile d'Erlanger, the Chairman 

{ the present Board of Directors and a 
member of the Statutory Board, has ex- 
plained that the formation of this new 
board is really part and parcel of the 
bill which will be deposited at the 
Houses of Parliament within the next 
few days, The bill, if passed into law, 
will give permission to the company to 
construct the tunnel within the three- 
mile limit—that is, the portion which 
would be under British jurisdiction. 

“The purchase of the rights of the ex- 
isting Channel Tunnel Company is, of 
course, an essential part of the bill,” 
added Baron d'Erlanger. “Then, having 
got our bill, we shall form a new limi- 
ted liability company, with a capital in 
shares and debentures of £8,000,000. 
This company will construct the whole 
of the English portion of the tunnel— 
that is, until mid-Channel is reached 
the remaining half being worked from 
the French side by a French company, 
which will have a capital corresponding 
lo our own. 

“As to the engineering difficulties of 
the task, the construction of the Channel 
Tunnel, from a technical point of view, 
will be easier than was the making of 
tho Simplon and the St. Gothard tun- 
nels.” 

The length of the tunnel will be about 
twenty-two miles.

SOME DAINTY DISHES. 


Cheese fritlers are an economical way 
of using up pieces of cheese. Cut tho 
cheese into slices about two inches by 
one inch, sprinkle with cayenne pep- 
per and dip in melted butter. Dip each

color lightly, and serve. 

Baked Pudding. — This simple pud- 
ding will be found very acceptable for 
early dinner, and may be served with 
stowed fruit or golden syrup. If the lat 
fer, it should be warmed and sent to 
tablo in a sauc®boat. Work two ounces 
of bulter and two ounces of dripping in- 
to half a pound of flour, with which has 
been blended a teaspoonful of baking- 
powder and a pinch of salt. Add a 
quarter of a pound of sugar. Beat up an 
egg, add it to half a pint of milk, and 
slir into the dry ingredients, Turn the 
dough on to a board, flatten to the sizo 
of a dinner plate, score across the top 
into diamond shapes, and bake in @ 
quick oven for twenty minutes.

it needs is a little more capital to equip 
it, then, ah, me! money will be pulled 
out at a rapid rate, What per cent. of 
profit ‘ever comes back to the farmer 
who puts money inlo the other {cllow's 
mine?

The despised hen is making 
a better per cent. of profit, neglected 
though she be, than ever comes to the 
outside stockholder of a mine, Give her 
her dues and she will give you ‘better 
per cent of profit than the inside slock- 
holder of a mine gets. 

One hundred per cent. on the invest 
ment is not at all uncommon with a 
well-cared for flock of hens, . 


SELECT BEST BREEDS. 


The vigor of farm poultry must be 
kept up in order to have profitable 
stock, as weak stock does not thrive or 
lay well. There is a mistake made in 
calling for extremely heavy weights in 2 
breed. Select birds of standard weight 
and get (hein thick-fleshed and solid. 

The active, alert hen is the layer. 
Select eggs from your best layers for 
hatching, “and use pure breeds by all 
means, as they dress more uniformly 
and will give best all-around satisfac- 
tion. Do not overfeed laying stock, and 
make them take lots of exercise. ; 

A very light mash of clover chaff, 
bran and oats ground fine, mixed sliff, 
is good in the morning, as it is readily 
assimilated by the fowl. Do not feed 
more than a quart to a dozen hens, feed 
all whole grain in litter, at noon give 
vegelables and meat in some form. Boil 
odds and ends of butchering. Keop hens 
woll supplied with grit ane clean water. 

Don't allow male birds with laying 
hens. Have eggs clean and sorted for 
size and color. If the seller can guaran- 
tee his product to be strictly fresh, @ 
much better price will be paid. : 


CARE OF BROOD SOWS AND PIGS. 


In the experience of the writer in @ 
northern latitude, it is just as casy and 
safe having the pigs come along at any 
time during the winter as at any other 
limes of the year. But this practice re- 
quires warm, dry, comfortable quarters, 
and with these and suilable feed and 
care 1 have had no trouble. Get good 
sows and keep them raising pigs—two 
litters a year—withoul regard to the 
months or seasons. And the pigs cared 
for in this way from the tine of leaving 
the mother so are healthy, and grow 
right along without regard to outside 
conditions because they are independent 
of then, 

At six to eight months old these pigs 
have been fited for the market without 
once leaving their comfortable quarters 
in a large warm stable. 

When such conditions can be pro- 
vided—warmth, a good bed, and plenty 
of suitable feed along with the needed 
care—there should always be success 
with the pigs, but where these condi- 
tions do not exist or cannot well be sup- 
plied, then it is safer and better to have 
pigs farrowed at the beginning of 
spring. In all cases secure good breed- 
ing stock, and’ keep it up to a good stan- 
dard of excellence. Get the breed that 
promises best. 

Do not forget that any breed, however 
good, if little allention is paid to its im- 
provement, will soon begin to deteriorate 
in value. Thats tho price that will have 
to be paid for thoughtlessness or ne 
glect, while on the other hand, well- 
directed and persistent effort can hardly 
fai: of receiving a corresponding reward. 


WITH THE LIVE STOCK. 


In many sections the cost of feed may 
bo greatly decreased by attaching a feed- 
grinder to the windmill, 

Stock to thrive and do well must 
relish their food. Let them go to their 
meals with a hearty appetite. Consider 
palalibility. 

There is profit in gentleness to your 
domestic animals, but aside from that 
kind treatment is their right, and a man 
who will not treat his stock kindly is so 
far o tyrant and a robber. 

By growing rough feeds with a high 
percentage of protein such as alfalfa, 
clover, cow peas, elc,, the foed bill can 
be cut down materially and animals 
afforded a well-balenced ration that will 
give good results. Think of these things 
when seed time comes, 

One thing in favor of baby beef ready 
for market lies in the fact that wher 
there is a slump in the market the stock 
can be made to put on flesh at no loss. 
This is not true with the finished 2-year- 
old that has its growth, 

None of our readers are as dull but 
thal they can see the importance of put- 
ling pigs on the market at from six lo 
ten months old. None are following the 
old-timo method of marketing 2-year-old 
hogs other than old sows, Now then, 
the felloy who has mastered the pig 
situation ought to understand the proiits 
in baby beef production. Do you see the 
point, brethren? 

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 

The man who raises scrub stock 
usually raises scrub grain. 

Don't burn tho straw. Uso it for bed- 
ding for tho stock and return it to soil 
to renew fertility. 

Thorgugh preparation is half the cul- 
tivation.

WHERE KISSING IS COMPULSORY. 


Odd Customs of English Villages—Grate- 
ful Austrian Maidens, 


The charming country town of Hun- 
gerford, in Kerkshire, has an annual 
kissing day each April, when it cele- 
brates its Hocktide festival, says Lon- 
don Answers, Then certain duly ap- 
Pointed officials hold a court, collect the 
lithes and claim a kiss from the;woman 
of euch house they have to visit during 
the ceremony. The two fortunate offi- 
cials .thus appointed are known as 
“tulty men,” or titho men, and usually 
there is no small competition for the 
honor among the eligibles of Hunger- 
ford. The custom is “hundreds of years 
old, and neither husband nor wife, as a 
rule, objects to the advent of the tutty 
men, with the inevitable result. 

Once every five years the good town 
of Newcastle on Tyne has been in the 
habit of holding a festival known os 
“barge day," on which day the Mayor 
and Corporation go down to the river in 
a fine state barge to claim the rights of 
‘the town fo certain dues at an appointed 
spot. Then. the procession returns up 
the river to a well known stone, where 
the Mayor selects any woman he likes 
from the large crowd generally there and 
kisses her before the assembled com- 
pany, and—let it be said softly—before 
{he good Mayoress herself. His Wor- 
ship then gives the favored woman a 
sovereign as a present, while the Mayor- 
ess, to show that thero is no ill-feeling, 
adds a gift of her own, such as a sat- 
chel, purse or other appropriate article. 

Not only is It the duty of the Mayor to 
do the kissing in this fashion, but tho 
appointed Sheriff, not, willing to be left 
out in the cold on such occasions, also 
duly carries out a similar privilege. He 
chooses another lady, and after saluting 
her gravely — or otherwise—he also 
hands to her a useful present. This curi- 
ous ceremony, which is supposed to tako 
place quinquennially, was last” per- 
formed, I believe, in the year 1901, But, 
of course, it always rests with the Mayor 
for the lime being whether it shall be 
performed. 

When the pretly Thames town of 
Maidenhead takes it into its head to have 
a “beating of the bounds,” the steward 
appointed for that purpose is always ac- 
companied by a large crowd of curious 
people, These help him, or think they 
do, w.aen he has to climb, over houses 
which sland in his path, or to get 
through windows under which the 
bounds pass. Also when the party meets 
any man»by chance during its progress, 
it proceeds. gravely to “pump” that indi- 
vidual; but if the person met should be 
a lady, she is given the choice as to 
whether she will be “bumped” or kissed, 

Nor is our own country the only one 
with such compulsory kissing ceremon- 
ies. Halmagen, in Austria, has an an- 
nual fair on St. Theodore’s Day, 
which every man present ii 
{o claim one lady and to kiss her with- 
out her having any right lo object. This 
slrange custom is the outcome of a raid 
which was once made,on the town by 
Turkish brigands, who carried off all 
the wwomen as captives. But a band of 
men travelling in the district chanced to 
meet. the captors and forced them to 
give up. their viclims, who were then 
kindly escorted to their homes and 
friends. In graleful remembrance of the 
day the maidens of Halmagen ‘annually 
offer their lips modestly and freely to the 
strangers who frequént the town during 
the fair of St, Theodore,

The total strength of the force at the 
end of lust year wos 17,210, and their 
“beat” extended over an area, excepling 
the city, included in a radius of fifteen 
tiles from Charing Cross. This gives a 
total area of 699.32 square miles. 

The population of this wide district ts 
7,086,638, or, roughly speaking, about 
4i2 persons to every policeman. ‘The 
rateable value of the district is £50,959, 
879, but of the enormous total value of 
the properly in charge of the police it y 
impossible to form any estimate, 


POLICE WERE BUSY. 


The principal duty of this large army 
of policemen was, of course, the pre- 
vention and detection of crime, The

strictly against the law at any time. 
The season for hunting moose is be- 
ween November Ist and 15th, but only 
the bull mpose are allowed to be killed 
during thattime. 

A pair of*the animals were found 
together, but. the cow alone fell a prey 
to the hunters, although they tried 
hard to secure the other. 

The Campbellford Game and Protec- 
tive Association heard of the affair 
and discovered that the law had been 
broken, The Association had been 
broken diligently to preserve the 
game and on heaving the full particu- 
lars, sent fur Mr, Fitzgerald. The 
latter visited Campbellford and droye 
to the several homes, of the law 
breakers, who admitted their guilt 
and were assessed $20 each, without 
seeing the inside of a law court. 

The hide of the moose was sold to a 
hotel keeper in Campbellford who 
also had to pay $20 for his share of 
the transaction. He stated that he 
had tried to haye it tanned, but the 
tanners refused to accept it, knowing 
it to be illegal. He then threw it 
away so that the Warden was not 
able to confiscate it. 


Heavy Fire Loss at Saskatoon. 


Total Damage $54,000 with $28,000 Insur- 
auce—Strenuous Efforts Saved Bank, 


Saskatoon, Sask., Jan. 18.—One of 
the most disastrous fires in the history 
of Saskatoon occurred yesterday 
morning in the hardware store of 
Oliyer & Kempthorne on Second ave- 
nue. The blaze began in the furnace 
repair room upstairs, The early man 
had just started the morning fire and 
had gone away. Kempthorne, who, 
with his sister, occupied rooms in the 
front of the building, was aroused by 
the smoke, and made a hurried exit. 
His sister was soon afterwards taken 
out of the front windows of the burn- 
ing building by firemen. 

The total loss is estimated at $54,000 
and the insurance is placed at $28,000.

UNEASY OVER SMALLPOX, 
Provi.cial Health Department Says Dis- 
ease is Spreading. 


A despatch from Toronto says: The 
Prevalenco of smallpox in the ‘Province 
is becoming distinctly alarming, as there 
are more cases reported to the Provin- 
cial Board of Health than for a number 
of years past, The type of the discase 
fs a mild one, which leads to the belief 
that there are many other cases in exist- 
enee which have been diapnosed us 
chickenpox, and it behoves local health 
officers in all parts of the Province to 
be on the look-out. 

Thursday morning three more centres 
of the disease were reported, being from 
two townships in Wellington Pain 
and one in Kent. Over twenty centres 
are under surveillance at the present 
time, and many other cases of & suspi- 
cious character are being reported, Dr

HAIN HAS TEETH. 


Microscopic Inspection of the Hair 
Shows It to be Rough as Rasp. 


Placed under a powerful microscope, 
the hair shows a surface covered with 
sirong, coarse, jagged teeth, and more 
strongly resembles a coarse, rough 
rasp. Dealers in human hair can tell 
in a moment whether the locks offered 
them have been cut off or combed out. 
They do this by rubbing the hairs 
through the fingers. If the hair has been 
cut from the head, and has not been 
misplaced, it remains in its original 
position; but if it has been pulled or 
combed out, and put together regardless 
of the direction in which it grew, one 
portion of it will slip to the right and 
the other to the left. It does this be- 


cause the jagged edges engage upon 
each other and pull in opposite direc- 
tions. The philosophy of this is demon- 


strated by drawing a hair first one way 
and then the other, through the fingers, 
which slip easily toward the point, while 
considerable resistance is fell when the 
fingers are drawn from the point to- 
wards the end next the head.

Scalloped Salmon.—Take one can of 
salmon picked up finely, butter a pud- 
ding dish, and put a layer of cracker 
crumbs on the bottom; then a layer of 
salmon, with bils of butter, salt, pepper, 
a trifle of tomato, fresh or canned, and 
n little milk. Proceed in this manner 
until the dish is full, having the buttered 
crumbs on the top. Add milk to make 
quite moist, and bake one-half hour in 
a quick oven. This makes a simple and 
tasty dish for supper. 

Salmon pudding with lemon sauce is 
a delicious and good-looking luncheon or 
supper dish. 
can of salmon, three eggs, a scant cup 
of fine crumbs, three tablespoofuls of 
melied butter, salt, and a pinch of cay- 
enne, the juice of half a lemon and a 
pinch of grated lemon peel. Drain the 
fish dry (selting aside the jnice), and 
mince it very finely. Mix with butter, 
crumbs, seasoning, and beat in the eggs. 
Turn into a buttered mould with a tight 
top, and set in a pot of hot waler, which 
must be kept at a fast boil for an hour. 
The water should not rise above the top 
of the mould. Dip the mould into cold 
water to loosen the contents from the 
sides, and turn out the pudding on & 
hot platter. The sauce may be ready to 
pour over it when this is done. For the 
sauce, mix in a saucepan three table- 
spoons of butter, the juice of a lemon, 
a pinch of grated peel, and the same of 
powdered mace wilh pepper and salt. 
Heat to scalding by setting it in hot 
water over the fire, then pour in two 
whipped eggs beating hard. The more 
the eggs are beaten the lighter the sauce 
will be. Pour this over the pudding and 
serve. This makes a good sized dish, 
sufficient for five or six persons.

LONDON BOBBIES. 


Gal.imore Detective an Admirer of the 
English Police. 


Detective Thomas Burns, of headquar- 
ters, Baltimore, Maryland, who return- 
ed from London, England, on Sunday, 
bringing with him John Sullivan, for- 
''merly a motorman on the United Rail- 
ways, who is wanted by the Baltimore 
authorities on the charge of manslaugh- 
fer, is enthusiastic over the organiza- 
{ion and methods adopted by the Lon- 
; don Police Department. 

“The London constabulary,” said De 
tective Burns this morning, “is a won- 
derful organization. The great cily is 
policed by about 17,900 men. ‘There are 
about forty men in Scotland Yard, which 
is something like our detective head- 
quarlers, only yastly larger. In addi- 
tion to the plain clothes men in Scot- 
land Yard there are about eight hun- 
| dred plain clothes men scattered about 
the various police districts. 
| “fhe London policemen work in eight 
hour shifis, but, of course, the detec- 
tives cannot work on regular hours 
there any more than they can here. 

“What particularly impressed me in 
England is the universal respect of all 
classes for the law and for the police. 
London policemen and detectives go 
absolutely unarmed. The people there 
have such regard for the police and the 
law they represent that officers are not 
oblig d to carry espantoons, blackjacks 
or revolvers. The only appliance they 
carry {is a small whistle, with which 
they can summon assistance, but even 
this is seldofn use 

“I was greatly interested in the work 
a’ the London traffic squad, When a 
; London policeman holds up his hand, 
traffic stops immediately. He is abso- 
lutely imperial. A peer of the realm, 
a member of the Royal Family or an 
omnibus driver knows that he must 
obey that uplifted hand. All traffic 
stops until the ‘bobby’ lowers his hand. 
All the time I was in London I did not 
see one man resist arrest, and I saw @ 
number of arrests made. The police 
man making the arrest simply put his 
hand on the offender's shoulder and 
{old him he was under arrest, Whatever 
the crime or complaint was, the prison- 
er walked along wilh the policeman as 
if it were a matter of course, 

“The English officials were very kind 
lo me, and. Detective Inspector Small 
and Detective Sergeant Hames were as- 
signed to show me the city. We vis- 
ited the notorious Whitechapel district, 
at one time the worst slums in London; 
but this district has been practically 
cleared of crime, and the very worst 
slum of London is the ‘Guinea’ dis- 
Yriat, where there is a large foreign 
population. 

“Scotland Yard deals with all kinds 
of crimes. In this respect it is differ- 
ent from our local department, for the 
Scotland Yard men are assigned to 
work up counterfeiting cases and other 
crimes against the government, There 
are two Scotland Yard men who are 
considered experts at detecting counter 
felts, In the Jast year these two de- 
tectives have secured thirly convictions 
of counterfeilers. 

“London has an efficient harbor police, 
put they operate entirely with rowboats 
along the Thames."

DECLINE: OF CHINESE TEA. 


Some interesting statistics have been 
collected by ViceConsul Arnold at Foo- 
chow concerning the great decline in 
China’s {ea trade. From 1687, when tea 
was first introduced into England, until 
1837 China held exclusively the tea trade 
of the world. THen India began to enter 
the tea market. “The. Chinese trade 
reached high tide in\.1886, with a total 
export of 300,000,000 pounds. In 1884 
China furnished about 72 per cent. of 
the world’s total, India anf Ceylon 18 
per cent., and Jepan and-Formosa 10 
per cent. But in 1904, when the total 
consumption had increased to 644,000,000 
pounds, China contributed only 30 ~per 
cent., India and Ceylon 60 per cent, 
Japan and Formosa 10 per cent. The 
decline in China is ascribed to careless 
methods of cullivation and preparation

An {nleresting discovery has been 
made by the well-known Heidelberg 
scientist, Professor Klaatseh, who is now 


pursuing anthropological studies in 
Australia. 
Writing in the Koelner Zeitung, the 


professor says that while examining 
somo Australasian nalives arrested for 
killing a white man in Port Arthur he 
found that one of the men had feet and 
hands of exacily the same shape and 
appearance as those of monkeys.

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FARMERS WANT MOTOR TRACTOR. 


Gasolene Driven Machines 
: Agricultural Work. 


Best for 


Although the imporlance of the univer- 
sal commercial vehicle, as it may be 
termed, tat {s to say, the machine that 
is capable of being applied to the uses 
of tho portable power plant as well as 
{he tractor and automobile vehicle, has 
been held before the industry for seycral 
years, surprisingly litle has been ac- 
complished in the way of satisfying what 
is acknowledged to be a growing de- 
mand, says the Motor World. In the 
great Northwest there is considerable 
uso of traction engines of the massive

of effective service, Hence the opening 
for the lighter and more mobile gaso- 
lene vehicle is an especially promising 
one. Moreover it is one to which the 
makers of gasolene-propelled vehicles of 
other types well may turn their atten- 
tion. / 

From Western Canada agricultural 
implement dealers are reporting a strong 
demand, positively expressed, for a gas- 
olene traction engine which can be used 
for ploughing, threshing and stationary 
uses as well as traclion. The demand 
for a suilable machine for ploughing is 
especially strong, and it is stated that 
any machine which is dependable for this 
sort of work can be relied upon for either 
of the others. c 

The fuel question has a more impor- 
tant bearing on the malter than might 
at first be supposed, especially in locali- 
ties where custom threshing and plough 
ing is done. In such cases it is the rule 
for the farmer to furnish the fuel for the 
steam engines which are commonly 
used. This demands the constant work 
of one or two men aside from those 
actively engaged in operating the 
machine, and as the farmer himself must 
furnish their board the expense is often 
considerable where a great amount of 
work is done. 

With a gasolene machine it is point- 
ed out that a single attendant can look 
after tho entire plant, take on fuel 
enough for a day’s work in a few min- 
ules and at the same time keep the 
mechanism in good running condition. 
This also means a considerable saving in 
wages to the owner of the plant, totally 
apart from the added economy of the 
gasolene machinery, so that from all 
points of view the introduction of the 
gasolene motor to the work would be 
aliended with marked advantages. — 

As to the probable cost of ploughing 
with gasolene power, it has been esli- 
mated that an engine with a gang of 
ten ploughs with 12 inch bottoms, tra- 
yelling two miles an hour or better, 
would turn over two and a half acres 
every hour, or twenty-five acres in a 
day of ten hours. But to be liberal there 
should be allowed, say, one-fifth of the 
time for turning around at the ends and 
for loss in time otherwise, which will 
cul the number of acres ploughed to 
twenty instead of twenty-five. 

The fuel consumption for this work 
will not exceed thirty-five gallons of 
gasolene, which will cost at 15 cents a

Aside from this individual record sheet 
I keep a pen record, telling the number 
of eggs laid each day in each pen, and 
the total number of eggs Inid on the 
farm. This record, for instance, shows 
that pens Nos. 1 and 2 vontain a mis- 
cellaneous lot of hens, unmated odds 
and ends nat used in the regular breed- 
ing pens; No. 3 contains Light Brahma 
pullets; Nos. 4, 5, and 6, White Wyan- 
‘dotle hens; and so on. This book also 
records the number of days during the 
winter the fowls have been confined to 
their scratching sheds on account of 
snow or storms. Besides these I haye 
hatching records, which_show the date 
4 hatch is due, the number and variely 
of eggs set, and the number of chicks 
hatched. 

The cash book shows the receipts for 


feed, labor and supplies, generally, as 
well as cost of improvements and re- 
pairs to buildings. At the end of cach 
month I subtract the expenses from the 
receipts to determine the profit. At 
the end of the year I make-a summary 
which shows the value of all stock on 
hand at the beginning of fhe year, and 
{he value of that/on hand at end; tolal 
cost of feed, labor, ele.; and amounts 
received for all eggs and birds sold. 
Thus, as I end up each year I Know not 
only how much money I haye made, 
but also the value of the poultry estate, 
and the individual worth of the birds. 
A petty ledger is kept to record run= 
ting accounts of customers os well as 
credits due others. I have private fam- 
ily customers who pay each month. As 
a rule, the servants are sent for the eggs 
or to order pouliry, and each month a 
bill is forwarded to the head of the fam- 
ily. For these accoumts I have found 
a petty ledger about right. I use loose 
leaf binders for the main reason that 
all closed accounts are readily remoy- 
ed, getting rid of all dead matter, 
While I do not claim perfection for 
the system, I am very well satisfied 
that ‘is is a simple and yet accurate 
way of keeping records. By it I at once 
am informed just what I own and what 
1 owe; the amount of money I have 
taken in during the year, and what fs 
due me. In short, I know just how the 
business {s paying. This data, gather- 
ed each day, requires very little time, 
but at the end of the month and of the 
year I have a complete work on poullry.

) Kilausea, situated at a 4,00-foot ele- 
vation on the side of Mauna Loa, ts 
the largest active volcano in the world. 
Its area is 4.14 square miles, or 2,650 
acres; circumference, 7.85 milles;  ex- 
trenie length, 2.93 miles; extreme width, 
1.95 miles. Molten lava is emitted from 
orifices, taking the form of lakes hun- 
dreds of feet in diameter, and from small 
cones like chimneys outside the lake 
borders. 

Mokuaweoweo, the summit crater cf 
Mauna Loa, is far less frequent in erup- 
tion than Kilauea, During its last 
great outburst German se:entists visil- 
ed the scene, and in danger of life saw 
an outburst of marvelous beauty and 
splendor. They saw two firo fourtains 
playing unceasingly in the centro of 
the crater, and cyclones formed by the 
intense heat tearing the crater floor 
into fragments and revealing a durbu- 
lent sea of white-hot lava bencath.

MERCUANT PRINCE KILLED. 
Founder of Whiteley’s, London, Shot by 
Unknown Man, 


A despatch from London, England, 
says: William Whileley, founder of the 
first big department store in London, 
was shot and killed on Thursday by a 
young man, who afterwards attempted 
to commit suicide. Mr. Whiteley was 
about to leave his store when his assaila 
ant rushed up to him and fined several 
shols.

IMMIGRATION TO CANADA. 


Total for 1906 Was 215,912, an Increase 
of 49 Per Cent. 


A despatch from Ottawa says: Tho 
fotal immigration into Canada during 
{he calendar year 1906 was 215,912. For 
the calendar year 1905 it was 144,618, an 
increase of 71,294 or 49 per cent. ‘Tho 
immigration was made up as follows: 
British, 98,257; Continental, 53,874; 
United States, 63,781. 

The immigration into Canada for the 
six months, July to December, inclusive, 
Was 82,326, as compared wilh 55,396 for 
the same period of the Jast fiscal year,

per cent. The immigration coming via 
ocean porls was 57,468, and from the 
Uniled States 24,863.
